1. HAD VERY USEFUL HOUR AND A HALF LONG CONVERSATION ON 
VISIT WITH FONMIN MWAANGA WHO LOOKS FORWARD WITH GREAT 
PLEASURE TO SEEING YOU IN ZAMBIA FOR INDEPENDENCE 
CELEBRATIONS.

BOTSWANA: KING MOSHOESHOE OF LESOTHO. 

OTHER HEADS OF FOREIGN DELEGATIONS: VICE CHAIRMAN OF

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5. MWAANGA SAID HE HAD DISCUSSED YOUR VISIT WITH 
PRESIDENT KAUNDA DURING LATTER'S TOUR OF COPPERBELT AND 
IT WAS UNDERSTOOD YOU WOULD BE THE PRESIDENT S GUEST FOR A 
WORKING LUNCH EITHER NOV 4 OR NOV 5 DURING YOUR BILATERAL 
CONSULTATIONS. I SAID EITHER DATE SHOULD CAUSE NO PROBLEMS 
AS EMBASSY'S SCHEDULE FOR VISITING CHIEFS OF MISSION AND 
DEPARTMENT POLICY OFFICERS LEFT FLEXIBLE. MWAANGA 

CONFIRMED THAT APPOINTMENTS DURING BILATERALS WOULD BE ARRANGED 
WITH HIM, SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE PARTY GREY ZULU, PRIME 
MINISTER MAINZA CHONA, AND MINISTER OF PLANNING AND 
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FINANCE CHIKWANDA. 

6. HE VERY MUCH IMPRESSED AND PLEASED TO SEE 
COMPOSITION OF LIST OF US POLICY OFFICERS WHO WILL BE 
MEETING WITH YOU IN LUSAKA NOV 5 AND 6. 1 DESCRIBED 
THIS MEETING AS FURTHER EVIDENCE USG RESPONSIVENESS 
TO ZAMBIAN MEMORANDUM FOR THE SECRETARY. ALSO 
GAVE HIM COPIES YOUR TESTIMONY BEFORE HOUSE 
SUBCOMMITTEE ON AFRICA AND HE DELIGHTED WITH YOUR 
REFERENCES TO LUSAKA MANIFESTO AND HELPFULNESS OF 
AFRICAN NATIONS IN DECOLONIZATION. 

7. RE STATE 223183 ON YOUR COPPERBELT PROGRAM EN 
ROUTE LUBUMBASHI-LUSAKA OCT 23, WOULD HOPE IT COULD 

BE WORKED OUT FOR YOU TO MEET UMBA AT TIME EARLY ENOUGH 
TO ENABLE YOU STILL ACCEPT AMAX-RCM HOSPITALITY FOR 
WHICH ARRANGEMENTS NOW RATHER FAR ADVANCED. MID- 
AFTERNOON ARRIVAL ON COPPERBELT WOULD MEAN QUITE 
COMPRESSED AND HURRIED PROGRAM, PARTICULARLY IF YOU ARE 
TO ARRIVE LUSAKA IN TIME FOR PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. STILL 
TRYING TO REACH LUBUMBASHI BY PHONE TO EXPLAIN 
OUR PLANS AND WORK OUT MUTUALLY SATISFACTORY ARRANGEMENTS 
IN YOUR BEST INTERESTS.
